‘tory, I have difcontinud in that Timethe Remarks I 
‘had begun upon the Parts Mercure, that I might not 
‘give any Interruption to the pleafing Thoughts 
‘ with which every honeft Man’s Breaft mutt have been 
’ fill'd by chet News and thofe Expectations. Befides, 
‘ it being sny Incention after I have refuted what the 
‘ French Aurhor has advanc’d to depreciate and leffen 
‘the Emperour and the Stares-General in the Eyes of 
‘the other Allies (and efpecialiy of the Britith Nation) 
‘to come at Jaft to a plain Inquiry upon what Terms rhe 
‘ales can ever Safely confent to a Peace with France,(which 
‘ chat Author would fain peagvase them they cannot do 
‘too {peedily,) it behov’d’me to delay my Difcourfe 
‘tending to that Point, while there were Hopes of 
‘ hearing daily of new Advantages gain’d by the Con- 
‘ federates over the Fnemy’s Army in Flanders ; be- 
‘caufe Arguments fer continuing the War, are beft 
‘ relith'd by the Generality of People when great Suc- 
celles give them a near Propfe& of obtaining all the 
*juft and neceffary Ends for which it was begun. 
Chofe hopes indeed are fufpended for the prefent, 
‘but the Arguments ak a fallacious and un- 
‘found Peace fubfift ftill in full force ; and there- 
‘fore [take the Opportunity while the Publick are 
“a little at Leifure, to refume my Debate with the 
‘French Author, which will foon lead me to them.

Aving plainly prev'd this Author’s Mifreprefen- 

tation of the Condition of the Emperour’s Af- 
fairs, by fhewing what Numbers of Troops he fur- 
uifhes in divers Parts to the carrying on the War a- 
gainft France ; I fhould pafs on to examine what he 
relates concerning the Inability of the States-General 
to turnifh the Sums neceffary on their Part, towards 
the Expence of this War: But having promis’d in one 
vi my former to fpeak at Large of the Troubles in 
Hungary, Order requires 1 fhould firft confider what 
our Author fays upon that Subje&. He infultingly 
tells us, “ that the Emperour has been oblig’d to caufe 
“the Suburbs of Vienna to be fortified, for fear they 
* fhould be burnt by the Hungarian Confederates ; and 
* that he dares go but to a little Diftance from his Ca- 
* pital to hunt, for fear of being cafried cff by thofe 
* Confederates : Now this feems to me fo far froma 
Dilparagement, that ‘tis a Commendation of his Impe- 
rial Majefly. For what is it, but faying in fo many 
Words, that the Emperour choofes rather to be 
wanting to his own Intereft, than to the General In- 
tereft of Europe? If our Author had confider'd bet- 
ter, he would certainly have avoided putting the Pub- 
lick in Mind, that the prefent Emaperour inherits this 
Difpofition from his Father; Which, fince he has given 
methe Hine, I will prove frem fuch a general Recapi- 
— of Fags as the Limits of this Paper will 
admit. 

To go no further back than the Year 1670. The Pa- 
latine of Hungary Count Weflelini, Prince Francis 
Ragotski, Count Sereni Ban of Croatia, the Counts 
Nadafti, Frangipani, and Tattembach, with other 
Hungarian Lords, form’d a Confpiracy not only againft 
the Emperovr Leopold’s Life, but concerted Meafures 
with the Turks for difpofleffing the Houfe of Auftria 
ofthe Kingdom of Hungary, and putting it under the 
Prote&tion of the Grand Signior; and engag’d fome of 
the Proteftant Hungarians to joyn in that Defign,tho’ thofe 
chief Confpirators were all violent Papifis,and Prince Ra- 
gotski in particular had been oblig’d once by the Em- 
perour to make Reftitution to his own Pioreftant Vaifals 


whom he had opprefs’d. This Confpiracy being de-— 


tected, Sereni, Nadafti, Frangipani, and Tattembach, 


were fiez’d by Force when they were upon the Point © 


of putting it in Execution ; their Crimes were not only 
fully prov’d againft them, but they themfelves ingenu- 
oufly confefs'd them; and being condemn’d to 


Death, did in the moft folemn Manner acknowledge | 


the Foulnefs of their Offences, and on the Scaffold 
where they were beheaded thankfully. own’d the Em- 
Perour’s Mercy in not caufing them to be punifh'd 
i a more ignominious Manner. Ragotski, Son in Law 
to Count Serini, (notwithftanding his own Mother 
(who was Widdow of Prince George Wey wod of Tran- 


filvania flain in a Battle by the Turks) difapproving his © 


ambitious Defigns, would not admit him into Mon- 
gatz, but put it into the Hands of the Imperialitts,) 
attually took the Field, and headed the Hungarians who 
had engag’d in his Party ; bue being worfted by the 
Imperial Troops in fome Rencounters, and hoding the 
Turks delay’d their promis'd Aflitance, he agreed 
to fome Propofitions of Accomodation  infinuae 

ted to him on the Part of the Emperour (particu- 

larly in Confiderarion of his Mother) and made his 

Peace. The reft of the Malecontents were hardly well 
reduc'd by Force to Obedience, the Ferment of the 
mof turbulent Spirits Jaid, and the Quiet oF the King- 
dom tolerably reettablifh'd ; when in 1672, the king 
of France invaded Holland: The Emperour, regard. 
leis what might be the cf withdrawing 
good Pare of hus Troops trom Hungary, tent a Body 
of Forces to the Afliflance of the Dutch ; which in Con- 

jen@ion with chofe of the Elector of Brandenbourg and 
fome others, made tuch Divertions as compell’d his moft 

Chriftian Majetty to quit all his Conquefts in the uni- 
ted Provinces, and turn his Arms agaiuft the Empire 
and the Spanith Netherlands, i.e. againft the Houfe of 
Auftria in both its Branches. The Hungarians treache- 

roully laid hold of this Opportunity, and the very next 

Year broke out agen into Rebellion,and being aflitted by 

the T urkith Garrifons on the Frontiers(fometimes incon- 

fiderable Bodies,tho’ the Porte forbore to declare openly) 
found no great Difficulty to keep the Kingdom agi- 
tated with inteftine Troubles during all chat War with 

France (i. e. to the Treaty of Nimeguen in 1678, ) 

becaufe the Emperour chofe rather to furnifh Forces to 

Germany and the Spanifh Netherlands co maintain the 

Waragainft the common Difturber, than by keeping 

them in his own immediate Service to extingujfh the 

Hungarian Rebellion: “Tis true he paid dear for this 

meritorious Condu& ; for, the King of France bearing 

the utmoft Refentment againft him, for interpofing to 
re{cue Holland out of his Hands, prevail’d at laft up- 
on the States-General * ro make a feparate Peace, and 
leave the Emperour and other Allies to get off as well 
as they could ; tothe great Prejudice of his Imperial 

Majefty and of the Empire in particular. 

[* By the Way, lam not blaming the States for this : 
Sir William Temple has thewn fufficiently, that the 
fatal Negle& of King Charles the 2d to preferve 
the Balance of Europe, and the perpetual Unfteadi- 
nefs and Uncertainty of his Councils, was a prin- 
cipal and irrefiftible Motive to their High Migh- 
tinefles to conclude this feparate Peace. This he tells 
us was the conftant Language of the Prince of O- 
range, of M. Fagel the States Penfionary or 
chief Minifter at the Hague, and of M. Bever- 
ning their Plenipotentiary at Nimeguen, in his Con- 
verfations with them both before and after the Sign- 
ing of the Treaty. To prove this, we fhall quote 3 
Paflages from among a great many that are to be 
found in Sir William Temple’s Memoirs and Letters. 


In a Letter to Mr. Secretary Williamfon, dated in - 


Jan. 1677, Sir William acquaints him , that among o- 
ther Difcourfe, the Penfionary had faid tohim, ‘ That 
* the King had the Peace in his Hands for two Years 
paft ; and might have made ic when he pleas’d, and 
upon what Couditions he thought fir. That for 
their Parts, M. van Beuninghen had defir’d his Ma- 
jefty to fay whatever he would have in it; and that 
the States would endeavour it upon any Terms his 
Majefty propos’d: But that he could never get one 
Word of Anfwer. That he had full Power to make 
any fort uf Alliance with his Majefty that he defir'd ; 
but nothing of that neither. That he confefs’d it was 
true cun#a prius tentanda; but he found at Length 
* it was immedicabile vulnus: And he faw nothing left 
* for them to do but a feparate Peace. In his Memoirs 
Page 262 having related ‘ that the Parliament ma- 
‘ king an Addrefs to his Majefty in April 1677, defi- 
‘ ring him to make a League offenfive and defenfive 
‘ with the States-General, for oppofing the Progrefs 
“ of the French Conquefts ; his Majefty receiv'd it as 


an Invafion of his Prerogative, made them an ane 
ory Antwer, and Prorogu’d them to the Winter 
‘ following ; Sir William goes on in the next Page to 
inform us, that M. van Beuninghen and __ other 
Minifters of the Allies in England, entertaining an 
Opinion however, that the King would enter ine 
to. an Alliance with the States againft France ; 
M. Beverning upon Occafion given bim to take 
Notice of fuch their Sentiment, declar’d, “‘That,con- 
* trary ¢o their Politicks, he for his Part defir'd Peace; 
affirming 
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© afirming always, that notwithftanding all 
* Jncrigues and Jnrelligences there, He, ever- 
‘ning, was allucd, Thac his Majefty would not enter 
* snco the War, to fave the lait Town in Flanders. 
And ina Letter to Mr. Secretary Williamton dated in 
July 1678,Sie Willtain the Prince of Orange told 
him, ‘ (hat thofe Difpoticions which had been rais'd 
© in che Srate, and carry d them fo far in fo mifchie- 
vous a Peace,had been grounded on the Weaknels and 
© Uncertainty of the Condu& of the Court of En- 
* wjand. 
Fane in Time of full Peace, the King of 
France nor oaly continued co Count Teckely with 
Money and Advice; but by hus Muisater ac Conftan- 
rinopic engag the Giand Sigazor Co declare openly a- 
i imperor, and ro 
tary. OF his Couact y no. ain 
toleiably imform’d of the Affiirs of 
that Time; one nocorious Juftance of it may 
not be amis in this Mace. Boban, a Native of the 
Ardennes, Was employ'd by the Court of brance to at- 
tend the Count aad manase cheir Correipoudence with 
fhe Lerrers were convey'd trom i rance to Vi- 
enna, aad theace co Bohn: bemy diicover’d that 
the Secretary of che breach Minutes ac the Imperial 
Court had the Care of tramtimitting taole Letteis, he 
was fier d and impritowd, sad it migat have colt him 
his Life, had not the Court of Lrance caus d the Secre- 
tary of the Emperour’s at Paris to be taken 
up, and threatcid co treat hum in the fame Manner the 
Breach Secretary fhouid be at Vienna: Upon 
Notice of which, the Emperour chooling rather to 
difmifs the guilty, than occahon an innocent Man to 
be deftroy'd, put a ttop to the judicial Proceedings 
begun againit che Preach Secrecary yet co fhew his 
Refentment of odious « Crune,caus d him co becarry'd 
ia an open Cart, loaded with Chains, under a ftrong 
Guard, to Brifack, there tu be icc at Liberty. Ihe 
King of France being delirous to finother fo foul a 
Story, would moc pur any Tndignity oa the Imperial 
Minifter’s Secretary ; but order'd him quietly to be let 
out of the Baftile, and to be permitted to remain in 
Paris. And as for his mott Cariftian Majefty’s clofe 
Correfpondence with the Infigels, ic fuificiently ap- 
ear'd by his sting in perfect Concert with chem. For, 
Hie no tooner heard thar che Ocroman Army had en- 
terd Huogary and were advancing towards Auttria, 
than he lefe V-ifailies, and putting himfelf at che Head 
Of his Troops, caus'd ons Body to advance to the Sarre 
and another ro tne Soane. Having thus approach’d the 
Frontiet of Germany, he lay quiet, expecting the Iffue 
of the Sicge of Vienna. In the mean time, by the 
Situation of is Armies he deterr’d the German Princes 
from fading Succours to the Enperour; and fee all 
his Emiffaries to work co reprefenc to thofe Princes 
whatever they could think of for difcrediting his Im- 
perial Majefty: Thofe Tools, (of which Prince Wil- 
liam of Furftemberg Bifhop of Strasbourg was the moft 
zealous and ftirring,) infiauated, That che Empire 
totter’d under his I:perial Majefty’s Dire&tion, and 
wanted atits Head a Prince who belides other excel. 
Jent Qualities knew how to command an Army in Per- 
fon: That if the Turks took Vienna, as ‘twas much 
to be fear’d, that Misforcune would threaten them all 
with the like. That the only Way cto prevent it, was 
to call co rheir Affiftance a King, who if they would 
choofe his Soa the Dauphin King of the Romans, 
would redrefs the Affairs of the Empire immediately,his 
Troops being then in their Neighbourhood: And chat 
he would make the Empire flourifh as in the Days of 
Charlemagne. Rut the univerfal Hatred which the 
Germans throughout the Empire had for the French, 
made them refolve to cy any other Expediene rather 
than ask their tance. The King finding he could 
not carry his Poine ia that Manner, refolv’d however 
not to provoke the Germans by exercifing Hoftilities 
again hen but co waic till they fhould find them- 
felves in grester Danger from the Turks, thinking it 
very probible they would then apply to him. In the 
mean while he refolv'd to do fomething that might in- 
‘dire&tly ferve his Defigns againft the German Branch 
of the Houtfé of Auftria; and that was to weaken the 
Spanith Branch of that Houfe: Accordingly he com- 
manded his Troops to march back to the Netherlands ; 
where upon ftrange Pretentions to the Caftellany of 
Aloft, they ravag'd all the open Country of the Spanith 
Provinces in fo terrible a Manner, that the Deva- 
ftation exceeded all that had been done in the fix 
Years War which preceeded the Peace of Nimeguen. 
No fooner was tis done, but comes the unex- 
pected News of the wonderful Relief of Vienna, 
and the Ruine of che Otroman Army: At which 
the French Court were fo difturb’d and con- 
founded, that they were not able to conceal their 
Mortification fur fo great a Difappointment; and they 
not only made no Rejoycings for this News, but fuch

private Mer: as innocently: did, look'd 
Perfons difaffected to the King. [I cannot omit to ob. 
ferve, that during the Time the Turks threaten'd th, 
German Branch of the Houfe of Auftria with the : : 
tremeft Calamities, the King of Krance did not iy 
refule to fend any Money for their Relief, tho rend 
ted to it in the moft carneft Manner by paffionate Let 
ters from Pope Innocent XI, who ient very great 
Sums (as did other Princes of Iraly) to the Emperour ; 
but forbad likewike under the feveieft Penalties any of 
his Subjects to go and ferve in his Imperial Majefty’s 
Armies; and even prohibited the performing any oi 
lick Devotions for the Protperity of that Prince’s Arms: 
’Tis notorious, that the Bifhop of Arras having pub. 
lith'd a Pattoral Letter on that Subject, the 
of the Province of Artois advis’d him to confider whee 
ther che King would not cake ic ill ;the Prelare anfwer'd 
thac he had dong nothing buc his Duty, and that in the 
Spiricuals of his Bifhoprick he did not underftand Royal 
Orders. his Aniwer being fentto the King, aa Q;. 
der was diipatch’d from Court prohibicing all fuch De- 
vocions as tie Bithop had enjoyn’d, and he himfelf was 
difgrac’d : $o aiid was the Arcnbifhop of Cambray, for 
the like Reaion ; nor did his being by that Archiepif. 
copal Dignicy a Price of the Empire,againft which rhe 
Inhdels were fiyhting,excufe him.}]To conclude,the Dif- 
appointment f nave mention’d,was fo hard for the King of 
France to digett, that he never forgave the Princes who 
chiefly alfited the Empeguy iu his Diftrefs. This was 
the true Ground of his Worrying fo unmercifully Pops 
Innocent Xi: And the brave King of Poland was 
brought almoft in Danger of lofing his Crown, by the 
Intrigues of M. de Vitry Envoy of France with the 
Polifh Senators ; but upon the Difcovery of his Arti- 
fices and Defigns by an intercepted Letter which was 
put into the King’s Hands, that Minifter was glad to 
depart the Kingdom, and was oblig’d to the Generofity 
of that magnanimous Prince that he efcap’d without 
being Ston’d. [1 difign zo gu through this Subject of 
Hungary in iny Nexi.
